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NOTES WONDERFUL 
IMPROVEMENT 
AT INDIAN MINES 


(By John Glambeck) 

Last week 4 went to the indian coal 
mine, south of Cluny, the first trip in 
several years, or since the new system 
was put in operation and to say the 
least, I had the surprise of my life. 
[ lad never dreamed that I would 
live to see such modern methods a- 
dopted in an Indian mine. 

How well do I remember the old 
homestead days when the mines only 
ran after freeze up. How a few lit- 
tle mines, van by the Indians, using 
the most primitive methods, were 
earried on. When we often had to 
Jay around all day to get a load of 
coal or often went back home with- 
out one. How we used to petition the 
Indian agent to have the mines leased 
to some white man and run in a more 
busines like manner, only ti be told 
that nothing could be done, that the 
coal belonged to the Indians and if 
they chose to run things the way 
they did, well that was their business. 

The first thing I noticed was the 
grading of a fine road to the mine 
and doing away with that awful lit- 
tle coulee hill at the entrance io tne 
flat below, which used bo be a real 
nightmare to the teamsters when the 
road was slippery. When I arrived at 
the mine I found six big trucks and 
about a doen four-lAxrse teams a- 
head of me, which in the old days 
would have taken a week to load. But, 
believe me, the coal was shot out to 
the wagons and trucks in such a 
steady stream that I got loaded and 
away from the mine before noon, 

It was a sight to see an army of 
strapping big young Indian miners, 

gulation mining lamps in their 
caps when work started and it was 
good to view the long linz of coa: 
cars run out and dumped into the big 
box as fast as the wagons could take 
jt away. (‘Why ever put this new 
system into operation deserves much 
credit and it is a great thing for all 
the surrounding farmers to be able 
to drive to this mine and get good 
coal reasonably cheap and receive 
good accomodations, 

That Indian mine is one place 
where there is no depression, and I 
noticed quite a few well built log 
houses around in the bush and aj} 
brand new bungalow, a little ways off | 
from the mine, probably built for the 
superintendent, or whatever the man 
is called who has charge of the mine. 
I also noticed a great number of In- 
dian tents, and it looked as if half 
the reserve Indians were living in the 
woods. 

I could not ‘help compare the white 
farmers waiting to get loaded up 
who ifter many years toil and pioneer- 
ing now find themselves in such a 
plight that it keeps thom scratching 
to have enough money for their wint- 
er’s coal, with these young slick In- 
dians wel] fed and velothed, with no 
sorry about mortgages and debts, 
w.ch plenty: of «work and good pay. 

«he trees around the river, at this 
tinse of the year, dwring these weeks 
of wondriful October Alberia weather 
are beautiful to look at, in their many 
fine colors and 1 almwsi wish | could 
be an indian, living in these beautiful 
surroundings, carefree and happy, in- 
stead of being a worried white man 
mondering how long present condi- 
tions are going to last.

In the opinion of an imminent can- 
cer specialist, the newspapers of the 
country are performing a splendid 
public service through the publication 
of health) information, 

He declares that due to the spread 
of sound information concerning the 
teeth, excessive use of stimulants 
and tobacco, 70 per cent of the pa- 
tients threatened with cancer now 
seek medical aid in time to save 
themselves from actual infection, 
Before the newspapers alded in dis- 
seminating health information, less 
than 3 per cent sought medical aid 
in time. 

The old idea that a doctor should 
not give out information to the press, 
because of an ancient code of ethics, 
was critized, by the doctor ‘who be- 
lieves that the public should be 
told in plain language whatever of 
benefit the medical man has to tell, 
Stressing the importance of atten- 
tion to the teeth, the doctor said: 

“Let the press continue its work 
Let it advise every man and woman 
over 40 to have their teeth X-rayed 
twice a year. Bad teeth are the most 
common cause of breakdawn.” 

Through preventive measures the 
span of human life has been ma- 
terially lengthened during the past 
few years and it is gratifying to 
newspaper men to have the com- 
mendation of such high authority 
for their part in bringing about this 
important result,

IN LICENSE YEAR 


In an effort to have the Alberta 
government declare the auto license 
year to be from April 1st to March 
31st, instead of from January 1 to 
December 31, as at present, the Al- 
berta Motor Association will shortly 
send all over Alberta copies of a pe- 
tition to be presented to Hon, W. L. 
alsh, Lieutenant-Governor of Alber- 
ta, 

The petition will be placed in 2,000 
garages, service stations and auto ac- 
cessory stores throughout the province 
to be signed by auto owners, A del- 
egation of prominent motor associ- 
ation officials will present the peti- 
tion, Circulation of the petition will 
start at once, 


“Far more cars will be in opera- 
tion throughout the year if the date 
tor secwring license plates is set back 
until April 1st,” officiais said in a 
statement following the meeting, 


“Usually, early in the new year, 
motorist is unable to secure his li- 
cense, and waits until spring returns 
before bcinging out his car, During 
the interval, the cax has been idle, 
representing a loss to all oil and gas- 
oline dealers, auto garages and ser- 
vice stations, and to the community 

“If, however, he may not secure 
his license until the first day of April, 
he may run his car throughout the 
winter, This means that the months 
of January, February and March 
would see as many cars in use as do 
June, July and other summer months, 
Thien too the government would 
not need to reduce price of licenses 
as they did last year, a decrease which 
caused much confusion, With a new 
license year starting on April 1, the 
motoring public and the community 
would jointly benefit.” 

The petition reads as follows; 

“TTo His Honor the Licutenant- 
Governor of the Province of Alberta 
in Council. 

“The petition of the undersigned 

humbly showeth: 
“That the annual License fee for 
motor vehicles becomes due and pay- 
able on the first day of January of 
each year. 

“That there are many inducements 
for owners to cease operating motor 
vehicles and avoid the necessity of 
disbursing license fees at the time, 
resulting in a loss of revenue from the 
gasoline tax loss of business to those 
servicing motor vehicles and incon- 
venience to owners all of which 
could be avoided and overcome. by the 
alteration of the license year so that 
licenses beconae payable on April 1 
each year in lieu of January 1. 

“Wherefore your petitioners humbly 
pray that Your Honor may be: pleased 
to alter the license year from January 
1 to April 1 in each year. . 

‘And, as in duty bound, your 
petitioners will ever pray, Dated this 
25th day of October, 1933,”

Attacks On Hudson Bay Route 


Some fairly strong language is indulged in by the Financial Post of 
Toronto in its opposition to the Hudson Bay Railway, and in support of a 


demand made by it that the route be abandoned, A recent attack by the) 


Financial Post on this western outlet for western products may well be 
quoted: It says: 

“The colossal failure of that notorious contractor’s racket, the Hudson 
Bay Railway, was bluntly demonstrated last year when the Government had 
to provide free storage in the Churchill elevator to induce any grain at all 
to move out over the route, 

“An equally forcible demonstration of the present uneconomic character 
of the route has been provided this year. The Government announced an 
intention of charging the regular tolls at the elevator, tolls which were the 
Towest of those imposed by Government order at any elevators throughout 
Canada, No grain was offered for shipment. Even the grain growing inter- 
ests of Western Canada, who had for two generations advocated the opening 
of the Bay route in order to reduce their costs of shipping grain to Europe, 
refused to ship grain; they knew that the established routes via the Great 
Lakes and the Pacific Coast were more economical. 

“Political pressure was brought on the Government to repeat the satire 
of last year when a pretence of success of the route was made. It was 
finally decided to reduce storage rates at Fort Churchill from the usual 
figure of almost one cent a month to the ridiculously low figure of one cent 
for the whole period from now to the end of August next. This had the effect 
of paying a cash bonus out of the Dominion treasury to those who would 
store grain at Churchill, Now the elevator has been filled up. On-to-the-Bay 
enthusiasts can declare that the route is a success, But the taxpayer is 
paying a heavy bill for this child’s play. If Ottawa made the terms attractive 
enough there would be people willing to load grain in bags and canoe it 
down the Mackenzie River to the Arctic Ocean and then to fly it over the 
north pole to continental markets. 

“The country would be infinitely better off and taxation could be re- 
duced if the route were completely abandoned and the expensive attempts 
to bonus traffic to use it were abandoned. 

“The Hudson Bay route is not a business enterprise but a hybrid of a 
white elephant and a political sacred cow. As such it has the ‘protection’ of 
Political leaders of both parties, their eyes cocked to the western vote in the 
next election. 

“But the huge losses and the charge for the bonus to favored grain 
operators who have been paid to use the route are a big item in every tax 
payment made by every citizen.” 

The argument of the Financial Post is simply this,—that it would be| 
better and cheaper to abandon the route, leave the elevator at Churchill 
empty, than to fill it up with grain on which only $20,000 in storage)

Monument To Canadian Who Evolved 
Process Of Kerosene 

An inconspicuous sunken grave in 
Camp Hill cemetery at Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, has been marked by one of 
the large oil companies to show the 
final resting place of Abraham CGes- 
ner, M.D, D.F.G.S., who gave to 
America kerosene for a lighting fuel. 
The grave of Dr, Gesner hag been 
Braced by a tall black granite monw- 
ment, ‘‘erected as a token of apprecia- 
tion of his important contribution to 
the oil industry.” 

Briefly, the inscription on the stone 
tells of Dr. Gesner’s work. It reads: 

“Abraham Gesner, M.D, D.F.G.S. 

"Geologist. 

“Born at Cornwallis, Nova Scotia, 
May 2, 1797. 

“Died at Halifax, April 29, 1864. 

“His treatise on the Geology and 
Minerailogy of Nova Scotia, 1836, was 
one of the earliest works dealing with 
those subjects in this province, and 
about 1852 he was American inventor 
of the process of kerosene.”

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Russian Engineer Has 
Remarkable Scheme 


Would Dam Cold Current Governing 
Climate Of Siberian Mainland 


Amazing plans by which it is 
claimed vast stretches of bleak and, 
barren territory in the Far East will 
be transformed into fertile and habit- 
able zones are being considered by the 
technical officials of Soviet Unicn, | 
Says an article in the News of the| 
World. | 

The scheme emanates from the 
brain of a Russian engineer, who pro- 
poses to dam a cold current which 
governs the climate of the Siberian 
mainland, and thus effect a funda- | 
mental change for the better. No| 
great enginecring difficulties are said, 
to be presented. 

The diversion of this vital current, | 
however, is likely to affect adversely | 
two Japanese islands which support 
millions of agriculturists and fisher- 
folk, and if the scheme is proceeded 
with there will be a new cause of fric- 
tion between Russia and Japan. 

Conceived by the well-known Rus- 
sian engineer M. Avdejev, this scheme, 
if carried out, will affect vast stretch- 
es of Russian, Manchurian, and Jap-| 
anese territory, and change the mode 
of life of millions of people. 

So far as the Japancse are con-| 
cerned the change would be so far-! 
reaching and economically disastrous 
that serious concern is being felt in) 
Tokyo at the mere possibility of such 
a thing being even given considera- | 
tion. 

Immense agricultural and other de- 
velopments would follow in the So- 
viet’s Far Eastern territory. Vladi- 
vostock's direct value as a port would 
be tremendously increased, and im-| 
migrants would flock to an equable| 
“new paradise.” 

M. Avdejev’s proposed dam is de-| 
clared to present no great engineering 
difficulties. For two miles of the three} 
the depth of water is not more than| 
20 feet, and tidal and other problems 
can, it is asserted, be easily overcome. | 

The dam would in no way interfere | 
with navigation from or to the Japan 
Sea, for locks would be provided for 
the normal passage of ships. 

If this amazing plan proves prac-| 
ticable the Japanese will regard it as, 
a definite menace to the livelihood of 
great Japanese agricultural commun- 
ities in their two islands to say noth- 
fing in the probable destruction of 
fishing grounds on which further 
large communities at present exist.

a Canada Still Holds Record 


Largest Cheese Ever Made Shipped 
To Chicago Forty Years Ago 

One of the exhibits at the New 
York State Fair at Syracuse is to 
be a “mammoth cheese” weighing 
12,000 pounds that is expected to 
open the eyes of the natives. 

But, as a correspondent 
Montreal Gazette points out, this 
cheese, large though it {s, will be a 
mere pygmy in comparison with one 
that Canada sent to the World's Fair 
in Chicago 40 years ago and that 
cheese, it is worth remarking, was a 
product of the eastern part of On- 


tario, still famous for its dairy pro-| 


duction, 

“This reminds me,”’ writes G. A. 
Marson, of Montreal, to the Gazctte, 
“of the mammoth cheese from Can- 
ada which formed part of the Cana-| 
dian exhibit and which I saw at the 
World's Columbian Exhibition at 
Chicago in 1893. This enormous mass 


Dominion Experimental Dairy Sta- 
tion, at Perth, Ont., under the super- 
vision of Prof. James W. Robertson, 
who was then acting as Domin‘on 
Dairy Commissioner. As much as 
207,200 pounds of milk were used 
in making it, that quantity being 
equal to the milk of 10,000 cows for 
one day in September. The cheese 
weighed 22,000 pounds net. It was 
encased in the mould or hoop of steel 
in which it was pressed and a pres- 
sure of more than two hundred tons 
was applied to make it perfectly solid.

A special truck 
was made for transporting it through 
Great Britain after it left Chicago.
